When the Sir Arthur Currie 
Memorial Gymnasium-Armoury waf 
completed in the icason of 1B30>40, 
It seemed ordained that the splen 
did facilities would be available ior 
the prosecution of the war. 

The building was, of course, 
planned for peacetime activities 
and it contains the finest. ; gym' 
nasium . in ° the Dominion. When 
fully completed, in accordance with 
original plans. It will have a com 
Biodious.cwimmlng pool and addi' 
llonal gym space. 

Apart from the gymnasium-arm- 
oury floor which is 174 x 83, the 
building is divisible into three sep- 
arate areas, each approximately 
CO X 85, providing for four single 
squash courts, one doubles 'squasb 
court, a boxing, fencing ^nd wrest- 
ling room with accommodation for 
fix mats or rings, adequate shower 
facilities, C.O.T.C. mess, offices and 
Quartermasters Stores. 

After^r«{ult^calcu|ation it' was 
was cstlmafect^at thé dally maxi- 
mum load would be approximately 
300. But the load has Increased 
threefold and now nearly 1,000 stu- 
dents use the building daily. The 
facilities are also used three or four 
times a week by special groups of 
' the C.O.T.C. 

The program of the Physical Edu- 
cation Department is conducted by 
the McGill University sUft Con- 
sisting largely of Army physical 
training, the required program is 
based on commando tactics. 

The voluntary program, conduct- 
ed so as not to interfere with the 
students' academic or military work, 
embraces 3 differen sports and is 
organized on an intercompany, in- 
terunit and interfllght basis, cater- 
ing to men of "A" and "B" wings 
of the C.O.T.C. and the Unlvlrtily 
Air Training Corps. 

The organization is composed of 
a sports representative from each 
of the companies and flights and 
forms the , Intramural Athletics 
Council. Managers of the various 
sports activities form committees 
to conduct their leagues, tourna- 
ments and meets. Responsible for 
the promotion of the intramurai 
program is the Students' Athletics 
Council which is doing a splendid 
job with the assistance of more 
than 200 students who act as man- 
agers, referees and umpires. 

In the fall socceer, softball, rugby, 
English rugby and other leagues 
were promoted; track meets and 
barrier meets were held; and a ten- 
nis touraament was organized. 

The current program consists of 
basketball, volleyball and hockey 
leagues. Boxing, wrestling, fencing, 
swimming and gymnasium meets 
are held. Ski meets will be conducts 
ed throughout the winter and there 
wiU be more squash and badmin- 
ton tournaments. 

Although intercollegiate sport has 
been suspended for the duration, 
more individual students than ever 
are active in sports. Representative 
teams are active in the National 
Defence Hockey League, in the Ser- 
vices league and In the Montreal 
Basketball League. 

Becoming more and more appar- 
ent are the results of an intensive 
three-year campaign on physical 
fitness. Use student body is "fit 
conscious;* and, .despite heavy de- 
niands on students' time through 
academic and military requirements, 
the men are taking advantage of 
•very opportunity to improve their 
physical condition. 

For the past few weeks an en- 
durability class has been conduct- 
ed with excellent results, the em- 
phasis being on agility as well as

Both the School of Conimerce and the Faculty of Law have 
now taken up their new quarters at Purvis Hall on Pine Avenue, 
The former started its lectures on Monday while the lattpr got the 
second term under way last Wednesday. 

The wiiolc of the Law Faculty has moved up to this new 
Kiilding. Ail law lectures arc now conducted there, and the law 
ibrary iins also been moved up to the new home. 

The School of Coiuincrce, on the other hand, has not as yet 
)ccn completely transferred to Purvis Hull. The reason for this is 
that the lecture space available in the building is limited. It is 
expected, however, that after the war an extension 'of the present 
^remises will provide larger class-rooivs and all Commerce lectures 
will be given in Purvis Hall. 

There arc two lecture rooms and^ 
two conference rooms in Purvis 
Hall as it is now planned. The lec- 
ture rooms seat approximately 35 
students each. Commerce reading 
and periodical rooms are being 
equipped on the first floor.- Both 
Commerce and Law professors have 
their offices in the building. .In thn 
basement stacks for Commerce 
books are set up. A statistical 
laboratory is also to be equipped In 
the basement. 

It has been reported that due to 
the war proprieties a great difficult 
in obtaining suitable furniture and 
fixtures to complete the remodel- 
ling of the whole building is being 
encountered. Various temporary ar 
rangements arc being made, hoW' 
ever; in order to make matters as 
convenient as possible until proper 
and more permanent equipment is 
available. 

This new building has been made 
possible through a donation of Mr, 
J. W. ^IcConnell, famed Montreal 
publisher and financeer. Also form' 
Ing part of the donation Is the pro'

The University of AlberU is 
forming a C.O.T.C. ski troop 
this term, in which a group 
selected from the best skiers of 
the university will be given 
military training as ski troupers 
in place of the regular C.O.T.C' 
training. 

Throughout the winter the 
men will receive instruction in 
the military way of skiing, as 
precise a drill movement as in- 
fantry squad drill. In addition 
to military ski discipline, such 
elementary movements as 
"slope skis" and "sUek skis" 
will be taught, advancing to 
more difficult manoeuvres such 
as cross-country marches with 
full pack and rifle, and tactics 
under combat conditions.

the universities will ruthlessly weed 
out the incompetent and mediocre 
students, and if we continued to re- 
quire that all students take their 
military training while at tho uni- 
versities ... no Immediate further 
restriction would l>o necessary dur- 
ing the present session."

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How They Affect You 

One of the worries that has been dis 
cussod among students during the past few 
days following the mid-terms, is on what 
li^ittbe mid-terms arc to be considered as 
a^'^fër^bn for the elimination of students 
from this university. 

Principal James' statement after his re 
turn from the National conference of Can 
adian Universities at Ottawa issued the 
statement which appears on page one 
serves to make this clear. 

In effect it states that since mid-scs' 
sional examinations at McGill arc not of 
the same type as at other Canadian Uni 
yersities, which have already eliminated 
students who failed their exams, compre- 
hensive action at this time Js. not possible 
to the same e.xtent. Howeverfin^hb facul- 
ty of Arts and Science Dean MacMillan 
has instituted special enquiries, and expects 
to. present to the next meeting of the senate 
Sflist of those whose work during the first 
half of the session indicates that they 
should no longer be retained in the Uni 
versity. At the same meeting the Senate 
will again review the whole situation, in 
order to determine whether further modi 
fication of the stringent University regula- 
tions adopted last Obtober is desirable. 

In the faculty of Engineering, Dean 
jO^eill has stated that a similar plan wil 
be adopted, namely any student 'whose 
work is definitely below the standard wil 
bo reported to the Senate, and his rccorc 
ynW be carefully considered before definite 
action is taken. 

It must not be assumed for a momen< 
that these statements imply leniency in 
any respect whatsoever. 

Unsatisfactory students will be elimin 
at^d and students will wake up to the fac > 
that there are certain regulations and tha i 
these regulations will be enforced.

WHAT ARE THEY DOINOr 

War has always meant knitting 
and waiting for women. It has al- 
ways been their Job to sit at home 
and worry. What about thfa war? 
Has it meant a stay at home Job for 
women? We can answer this ques 
tion by looking at the women of the 
United Nations. What does "there's 
a war on" mean to the women of 
Russia or En^nd? What change 
has it made in the lives of the girls 
of China? Let us pause a. moment 
from our army drill and our first 
aid classes to 'watch our allied 
women at war. 

War has meant more to English 
co-eds than three hours a week 
compulsory marching. Every girl in 
England te doing something. If she 
Is not In the army, or in a war Job, 
she te working In her spare time. 
She may work in a canteen on her 
afternoons off, or she may be on 
night duty in a first aid station. 
Often the English girl la ilr raid 
warden during the night and a 
stenographer during the day. 

The English woman Is watching 
the sky for enemy aircraft and 
driving ambulances loaded with 
supplies over rough roads. SHe te 
screwing screws into Brcn guns 
and she te mixing chemicals for 
ammunition. She is not only mak- 
ing the tools— she is using theit. In 
the words of the commander-in- 
chief of the women's army, "Eng- 
lish women are doing everything 
but pulling the trigger." 

The Russian girl has become a 
first-class soldier as well as indus- 
trial worker during the past two 
years. Russian women are defend- 
ing their towns alongside their 
husbands and brothers and fathers. 
They are fighting in the trenches, 



they are manning guns, and they 
are working in factories. Women in 
Russia are playing as important a 
part in the defence of their coun 
try as the men. Women lieutenante 
and women privates are being deC' 
orated for bravery "in action along 
with men lieutenante and men pri- 
vates. Russian women have aban' 
doncd the task of waiting— thcir's Is 
a task of action 

War has been a part of the lives 
of the women of China for the last 
seven years. Although Chinese 
women do not often march with 
the nien, as do the Russians, they 
are carrying their share of the bur 
den of war under the leadership of 
Madame Chiang Kai Chek. Chinese 
women are nursing wounded under 
fire, and carrying relief into dis 
trlcte laid waste by . Japanese 
bombs. Back In the hills of China 
the Chinese ^guerilla army obstruct 
the Japanese In many ways. There 
are* many women In this guerilla 
arm— women who go without sleep 
and without food. The Chinese wo- 
men have alfo given up waiting, 
and have taken on their new jobs 
with courage and determination. 

Ail over Europe, in the occupied 
countries, where the underground 
movement directe allied planes to 
enemy airports and sends out radio 
messages as to the whereaboute of 
strategic bridges, women are doing 
their part Not only men are being 
shot, for sabotege. How much the 
women of occupied Europe are 
doing we cannot know, but when 
victory is won, we will reaUze that 
their contribution was not small. 

The Job of the women of Canada 
and the United States has been, up 
to now, a job of production, as well 
as a job in the auxiliary services. 
Many of us, however, have still not 
found our place in a total war ef- 
fort We must go farther .to equal 
the efforte of our. allle^We. must 
remember that womén^alf ovér the 
world, who are fighting tho same 
enemy as we are, have elected to 
give up their places as non-partld- 
pante and shoulder new responsi- 
bilities. Let us hope that<we women 
of Canada will nevei^J^ave^to,^ask 
oursélvea the questl(i»ir!À'What did 
we do?"

demie life. , 

Many Canadian Universities still 
hold regular mld-scssional exam 
inations comparable to those which 
were abolished during the session 
1924-25. in the Faculty of Arte and 
Science at McGill University. On 
the basis of these mid-term exam< 
inations in other universities sub- 
stantial numbers of students have 
been rusticated during the past few 
weeks. No comparable machinery 
exists at McGill University for such 
comprehensive action at the present 
Ume, but for the express purpose of 
ascertaining the competence at this 
stage of able-bodied students in the 
Faculty of Arts and Science, Dean 
MacmiUan has instituted special 
enquhries,' and expects to present to 
the next meeting of Senate a list of 
those whose work during the first 
half of the session indicates that 
they should no longer be retained 
in the yniversity. At that meeting, 
Senate will again review the whole 
situation, in order to determine 
whether further modification of the 
stringent university . regulations 
iidopted last October is desirable."
